Let Us Have Lumber. 


From reliable data it is ascertained 
that the pine timber area of the State 
jis 12,820,000 acres and the redwood 
timber area 2,336,000 acres, making an 
entire area of 14,656,000 acres. Of this 
probably half the redwood belt and 
less than one-third of the pine has been 
cut over. These figures are very in- 
teresting to read, but they furnish very 
little consolation to those of our citi- 
zens who are building and are forced 
to pay exorbitan 
material. There is no doubt that 
present prices of lumber in Southern 
California are entirely unwarranted by 
its first cost and the expense of laying 
it down here. Furthermore, the out- 
rageous price of the article is doing 
much to retard building operations and 
keep back the development of this 
section of the State. The lumber men 
are taking undue advantage of the 
present very heavy demand, and in 
doing so run the danger of killing the 
goose which is laying the golden eggs 
for them. 

In view of these facts, it is somewhat 
remarkable that none of our capitalists 
who have grown rich in the rise in 
value of real estate, have yet attempted 
to break the monopoly by organizing 
one or more strong companies to import 
lumber and sell it ata fair price. Apart 
from the money they would make in 
the venture, they would be large gain- 
ers through the imcreased impetus 
which a more reasonable price for 
lumber would give to building opera- 
tions and consequently to the value of 
their land. They would not, however, 
have to make the enterprise anything 
like a charitable undertaking, as they 
could well afford to sell at 25 per cent. 
‘below present prices and still clear 
over 10 per cent. on their investment. 
In case special railroad arrangements 
stand in the way of such an enterprise, 
we are near enough to the seaboard to 
permit of the building of a short inde- 
pendent line, which would, under ex- 
isting circumstances, undoubtedly 
prove self-sustaining from the start, 
apart from the lumber business. 

We commend this matter to the con- 
sideration of our wealthy land-owners 
as a profitable investment, both directly 
and indirectly, and moreover as an en- 
terprise which would do more than al- 
most any other to increase the solid 
development of Southern California. 


Tue chief objection to the Randall 
Tariff Bill, in the minds of many, will 
be the provisions relating to the tax 
on alcohol and spirits. A great many 
people, who are by no means extreme 
or bigoted in their views, would rather 
see the tax increased to $1.50 a gallon, 
instead of reduced to 50 cents. The 
effect of the passage of the bill would 
be the establishment of a distillery in 
almost every village in the country, 
which would appear to be a step very 
much at variance with the present 
almost universal movément in favor of 
stricter regulation of the liquor traffic. 
The reduction of the whisky tax 
might suit liquor men and the im- 
practicable wing of the Prohibition éle- 
ment, but reasonable reformers would 
be apt to consider it a long stride 
backwards. Let us try and replace 
whisky as much as possible with whole- 
some light wines. Whisky is as cheap 
now as it ought to be. 


For years one of the great curses of 
San Francisco has been the facility 
with which criminals of every descrip- 
tion have been able to secure straw 
bail. Ithas for some time been sus- 
pected that this practice was not en- 
tirely unknown in Los Angeles, and a 
recent occurrence has confirmed the 
belief. This practice should be very 
powerfully discouraged by our courts 
at the very start, and made so danger- 
ous that the scoundrels who are will- 
ing to aid in defeating the ends ot jus- 
tice in this manner will think twice 
before they put their necks in the 
noose. This criminal practice saps the 
very foundation of the social fabric, as 
it renders trial for crime a delusion 
and conviction a farce. 


No WONDER Americans are a na- 
tion of dyspeptics. Itis a matter of 
record in a leading New York res- 
taurant that the average time of 3000 
business men at their down-town 
luncheon is eight minutes. These men 
-doubtless think they are saving a great 
deal of valuable time, but when they 
deduct the weeks they are laid up by 
sickness every year or two, the saving 
is not so apparent, Besides this, the 
man who eats at this rate is laying a 
sure foundation for the early break- 
down of his constitution. 


Tue Kentucky Legislature is going 
to abolish the county of Rowan, and 
there would really seem to bo ample 
reason for that step.

This arrangement seems to be quite a 
heavy drain upon Santa Monica’s water 
sources, yet it issmall ascampared with. 
the whole. This leaves the greater water 
source of Rustic Cafion untouched, which is 
capable of supplying more water than all;the 
sources yet named, including the springs 
that furnish the town. 

These facts are a pertinent commentary 

n what an expert{told us a few weeks ago 
after exploring the cafions and examining 
the water sources. He said, with emphasis, 
that Santa Monica is the best watered town 
in Southern California, it not in the State.
